A recommendation is included 
for imposition of a one-penny duty 
on every sixpence worth of re- 
medial cosmetics sold’ in Britain 
under the medicine stamp dutica 
regulations, 

The Committee ndds that if 
there is difficulty in deciding 
which cosmetics are remedial the 
Government should consider tax- 
ing all conmetics. 

At.the rate suggested it is esti- 
mated' the tix would yleld more 
than £260,000. 

In the opinion. “of the Commit- 
tee the ' existing duties are too 
heavy on lower priced medicines, 
and it recommends a half-penny 
stamp duty on a threepenny article 
and a penny duty on sixponce or 
part of sixpence. 

Besides applying to medicines; 
the duty should, it says, be levied 
on all foods, soaps, tooth pastes 
and preparations which are adver- 
tized as having medicinal quali- 
tick.---British Wireleas.

These Precautions 


Lengthen 


Of Cut Flowers 


HIE life of cut flowers is all 
too short, but because it is 
short we value them more, and 
if we can lengthen their span of 
beauty it gives us much satis- 
fonction. Fortunately, there are 
many things we can do to win 
this satisfaction. 
We might well follow the 
“example of the florist, whose 
business {t is to keep flowers 
looking always beautiful. There 
tre many precautions he obser- 
yes, such as fresh water at 
short intervals, cutting of stems 
with a sharp knife, etc., but the 
most difficult of his preserva- 
tives to imitate at home is the 
huge ice box in which he can 
keep flowers cool. 
A good substitute for the ice 
box isa wrapping of moist 
“newspapers. Go about it in this 
manner. First, dip the flowers 
in cold water to the blossoms.

Canton, Yesterday.

Tox, between the Kwangtung 
Government and merchants in the 
province, remains dend-locked.

GOVERNMENT SAID 
TO BE SYMPATHETIC 


With the renewal of the woul 
trade between Australian and 
Japan, the shipping competition, 
which, for some time, has been 
causing concern to Britistr-con- 
trolled lines, is likely to become 
more intense. : 

The E. and A. Line has made 
representations to the Commoen- 
wenlth Government for protection 
of Britizgh shipping Hines to the 
East. It hns suggested that when 
the Government negotiates a gen- 
eral trade agreement with Japan. 
it should follow the example of 
the Netherlands East Indies, 
which made it a condition of an 
agreement with Japan, thnt the 
Dutch Shipping Line in the Far 
Eastern trade should not be ao 
loser in the traffic both ways. 

The Government has indicated 
that it is sympathetic with the 
view that the E. and A Line 
should be maintained, and has an- 
nounced that it. will not allow it 
to be squeezed out of the Far 
Eastern trade, says the “Morning 
Herald" (Sydney). 

Flooding Trade Routes . 

Just as Japan has been flooding 
the markets of the world with 
cheap manufactured goods, so she 
in flooding the world's trade 
routes with heavily 
shipping. ; 

Hitherto, the competition of 
subsidised foreign lines with Bri- 
tish in the Pacific has generally 
been considered in relation to 
American lines, but, as was indi- 
cated by a cable message from 
London last week, the British 
Government is seriously concerned 
about shipping conditiona in the 
East, where British companies are 
fast losing ground because of sub- 
sidised competition. 

As a writer in 
"Daily Telegraph” said: “There is 
ample evidence that Japan’ is 
making a big drive.to secure a 
virtual monopoly of certain Far| 
Eastern trades by means of sub- 
_|sidies.’

Increased Service 

The following are the facts

For 60 years, or long before the 
Japanese came, on the run, the 
Eastern and Australian Steamship 
Co., Ltd., developed the trade be- 


‘}tween Australia and the Far East. 
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Within the Inst year the Japan- 
cxe services have been in- 
creased from three to six. The 
Nippon. Yusen Kaisha, which for 
years ran only a monthly cargo 
and passenger service to Austra- 
lia, has added a monthly 
freight service. The Osaka Sho- 
sen Kaisha, which had conducted 
u combined freight service to Aus- 
tralia and Now (Zealand, ‘placed 
the three motor vessels carrying 
on this service into .s ‘direct ser- 
vice from Japan to New Zealand 
only, and on the Australian run 
they placed last year two large 
new 18-knot cargo motorships 
with some pnesenger accommoda- 
tion.

A NEW BLOCKADE | 


HE completion of fegotiations for what is called the 
“blockade” of the Spanish coast is anothér slep towards 
the settlement of international relations which must inevilably 
be reached some day, by however circuitous a path.. For this 
blockade is not only something quite new, but almost the reverse 
of what the word has always meant before. Jt, coincides with 
a revived discussion of the Inst and greatest blockade of the old 
sort, which was imposed on Germany during the war, and con- 
tinued until the Versailles Treaties were signed. Dr. ering 
and others have recently been tracing to.that continuation of 
the blockade, which was “necessitated, according to Mr. Lloyd 
George's memoirs by the fear, shared by Marshal Foch and the 
other military leaders, that if once Germany should replenish 
her stores, the parleys would cease and the war be renewed, all 
the subsequent misfortunes of Germany in trade and finance 
and revolution. It cannot be said that the fear was groundless, 
and it is obvious that had it been realised Lhe result would have 
been general collapse. Those who taught that there should ibe 
no moderation in war can hardly complain if their own doctrine 
was acted on by others. But in England there is a general fecl- 
ing that it was a deplorable addition to the hardships of the war. 
All that ean be said is that a nation fights with all its weapons, 
and blockade is the natural, perhaps the only effective, weapon of 
the nation that has the strongest flect. Proposals to limit its 
leyality have never had any favour at our Admiralty. A 
Blockade in the old style, however, was simply’an assertion 
of the command of the sea, aimed at preventing the enemy from 
getting assistance from other nations, either in alliance with the 
enemy, or neutral. It has always been assumed that neutral 
nations had the right to trade and make profit out of a belliger- 
ent, unless they were restrained by force. Partly through the 
widening of the list of “contraband, and partly through the 
“widening of the aren of Warfare to the whole population of the 
hostile country, and partly to the change of sentiment towards 
“totalitarianism,” which means that traders ‘and their own 
Government are one and the same entity instend of being two 
distinct parties, it has come to be held that the old style blockade 
in itself a form of war. The United States in particular has 
definitely adopted that doctrine as the meaning of the 
“Freedom of the Seas,” and has stated that if her ships 
ure interfered: with that would. mean war. It would mean war 
for the interests of a few firms dealing in munitions or speculat- 
ing in the necessities of the belligerents. And that would not 
‘be popular with’a nation which does genuinely want to make an 
end of war. ses see :

LIMITING NUMBER 
“OF CLUBS 


Proposal Meets With 
Mixed Reception 


E have already been told by cable that the Rules of Golf 
Committee will recommend at its next meeting in May 
that golfers may not carry more than 14 clubs in any com- 
petition held under the Royal and Ancient rules in 1938; and, 
further, that an official. protest against the restriction has 
been made to the R. and A. Club by the Professional Golfers’ 


Association in England,

In some quarters there is ¢ 
feeling that the regulation is ¢ 
blow to the principle of tne 
liberty of the subject. Several 
well-known amateurs of cham-

It is a matter entirely be- 
tween himself and the cadd 
and the sult ia generally 
satisfactory to both.

IS COLONY BECOMING | 


ART CONSCIOUS ? — 


T may be anif.that an account 
of the art exhibitions held 

in the Colony throughout 1036 is 
long overdue for that Hong Kong 
has been art conscious Is clearly 
suggested by the fact that the ex- 
hibitiona of 1936 were not only 
various in character and gront in 
number, but that sales ran. into 
several thousands of dollars. - 


The success of many of “the 


shows was duc, no doubt, to tho 
help rendered by the Hong Kong 


Bi Working Artista’ Guild and to the 


genuine -intercst taken by H. E. 
the Governor whose untimely de- 
parture from the Colony will bring 
regret to every artist ond art 
lover. oy . 
Heading the year's exhibitions, 
Mr. Teng H. Chin's one-man -show 
at the Gloucester Hotel impress- 
ed upon one that here was an art- 
iat who had absorbed so much .of 
the influence of the modern West- 
ern style as to gain him tho title 
of ‘tho English Chinese painter’ 
in England in the sense that he 
painted like an English artist. Mr 
Chiu was essentlally,,an {mpres- 
sionist*but there was a feeling 
that he should not have gono to 
the point of losing his senso. of 
solidity, firstly because the artist 
had alrendy sacrificed much of 
his ‘form’ by qvorsimplification, 
and secondly becauso if hé lost 
solidity for the sake of colour — 
let alone the harmony of colour— 
he would miss all the impressions 
of nature. Hence in the sketches 
he did in the Colony he did .not 
succeed in conveying to us tho 
particular mood and atmosphere 
of the place as we in Hong Kong 
could best feel and judge on ac- 
count of our Jong association, but 
ingtead used his ene formula, 


Sense Of Vitality 


Yollowing Mr. Chin's exhibi- 
tion was the ‘one-man show of 
a Japanese artist, Mr. Koho Sono- 
be. The attitudes of these’ — two 
artists were fundamentally  dif- 
ferent in that the former being: 
Chinese nbsorbed the entire in- 
fluence of the Oceident; while the 
fatter retained his national back- 
ground. This docs not, however, 
mean that Mr. Sunobe had not 
any Western influence as could be 
seen in his two ‘Scenes in Siam’ 
but that he wisely retained his 
own nationality in the sense that 
the pictures. shown were still ob- 
viously the work of a Japanese 
ertist.” On the whole his work 
was In terms of pattern with a

ented pupils of the late Mr. Ko 
Ki Fung, leading traditional: art- 
ist in China were shown. These 
were all influenced by the Westorn 
outlook and possibly also by the 
art of Japan. Mr.’ Chiu Shiu 
Ngong infused into his work a 
quality spiritual and yet no leas 
delicate than the work of Mr. 
Sonobe, and being a perfect col- 
ourist his studies of birds and 
flowerg were unsurpassed, Mr, 
Ho Chat Yuen and Mr..Yuny Shau 
Shek's treatment was somewhat 
less sensitive both in tone and in 
colour, while Mr, Chau Yat Fung 
had a very original outlook in his 
landscape composition . and his 
pine tree studies were as muster- 
ly. aa they were appealing, His 
other subjects, however, were not 
so attractive.

Patience In China 

Let us start off with China. 
The year 1986 has in some ways 
been typical of recent years, It 
has again been one of changes, 
bright periods and periods of 
xloom, marchings and counter- 
marchings. ‘Nevertheless the 
bright moments have definitely 
had the best of it and, although 
there will almost certainly be bad 
patches from time to time, yet we 
feel fairly confident that in due 
course, as the stability and au- 
thority of the Chinese Govern- 
ment become consolidated, the out- 
lvok will still further improve, It 
must nbt be forgotten how Im- 
mense {8 the task of unifying an 
governing vuch a great country as 
Chinn, It has often been pointed 
out that the proper comparison is 
between China and Europe rather 
than between Chinn and a single 
country, This indidates that pa- 
tlence is needed and too - much 
must not yet be expected. 

Relations with Japan have “again 
dominated the political scenc, and the 
outstanding fcature of the year in 
that China has maintained the status 
quo. In spite of difficult periods she 
has shown that sho is more than ever 
determined to stand her ground. In 
North China, at any rate outwardly. 
there in little change to be acen. .Tho 
Hopei-Charhar Political Council re- 
mainn under the control of Genera! 
Sung Che-yuan, and the autonomous 
regime of Eastern Hope ‘still exists 
under Yin. Ju-keng. 

Sino-Japanese Talks 

Negotiations,. or at any - rate 
conversations, between the Chin- 
ese Foreign Office and the Japan- 
ese Ambnssador, with a view to 
n fundamental readjustment of 
the relations between the two 
countries, have been proceeding in 
on intermittent way. The’ Chin- 
ese attitude has if anything stif- 
foned up during the year, but 
there were occasions when com- 
fromise acemed ‘possible. How- 
over, both sides wore responsible 
for set-backs; there were unfor- 
tunato Incidents involving denth 
or injury to.

Selzure of Generatizsimo 

The seizure of the Generalissimo 
at Slan on December 12, which

I helieve that the’ Generatlosimo 
har repudinted the title of Dictator. 
All the same his Influence in felt 
everywhere in China, and either dl- 
rectly or indirectly hin hand can be 
traced behind mont of the progressive 
sehemes of development which have 
been Initiated during the. last few 
yenra, He has done much for China, 
and his removal would be a serious 
blow to the progress recently made. 

Prior to the Sinn incident the 
country scemed to be reasonably 
quiet and the Central Government 
firmly installed, but since then 
there has again been uncertainty, 
though the Plenary Session of the 
Central Executive Committee just 
concluded has we trust cleared the 
air. 

Kwangtung's Status 

hi must before passing on men; 
tion the. change which has taken 
place in the status of Kwangtung. 
Here in Hong Kong we are parti- 
cularly affected by the tranafer of 
control, and it hns been a matter 
of considerable interest and im- 
portnnce to us, We were glad to 
sce how firmly ‘and yet adroitly 
the Generalissimo dealt with the 
situation prevailing Inst summer, 
and while we do not expect, and 
indeed do not want, very rapid 
changes —~ the situation js still 
too impermanent for that — we 
look forward to close collaboration 
between Hong Kong and Canton in 
all inter-connected matters and 
trust that the good. foundation 
laid by His Excellency Sir Andrew 
Caldecott, when he visited Canton 
Inst year, will be productive of 
benefit to both sides. 

Your Board. of. Directors fully 
aasocinte themselves with the 
many public expressions of regret 
at the transfer of Sir Andrew to 
Ceylon after so short a period as 
the Governor of this Colony, .Our 
loss is their gain. We feel sure 
that he will win the confidence 
and esteem of Ceylon as quickly 
as he did of Hong Kong. 

Currency Questions 

now turn to currency 
questions. In Hong Kong we 
started the year with exchange 
at 1/3.1/2, rising to 1V3.6/8 where 
it remained until the middle of 
May. By ‘the middle of Septem- 
ber the rate declined to 1/2.3/4 
but recovered to 1/2.7/8 at the 
end of the year. . 

After a full year's trial we may 
say that our new currency has 
worked most satisfactorily, with a 
minimum of fluctuations, which 
has been a great help to Mer- 
chants. 

As you all know, China is no 
Jonger on a free ailyer currency 
standard, - Her’, currency system 
many perhaps fairly be termed. a 
managed foreign exchange stan- 
dard, although her currency re- 
serves are in fact partly in for- 
elgn exchange, partly in gold and 
partly in silver. But the connec- 
tion with silver ia a precari- 
ous one in spite of the declara- 
tion of the’ Government oli 
May 17. last that 26 per cont. of 
the reserve hold against the note 
isnue would be maintained in 
silver. It is true that silver dol- 
Jars, of the old type, still circulate 
as a medium of payment In some 
of the more distant parts - of 
China, and fair quantities are cer- 
tainly hoarded, but it Is probable 
that in time these will be melted 
down or come into the hands of 
the authorities."

Sir .F. Leith-Roas

has been every sign of skilful manage. 
ment by the Central Bank. 

Occasional political scurea have 
caused speculative manipulations, 
but the Official rate has neverthe- 
less = beon’) =omaintained ~=without 
wavering, and the resources at the 
disposal of the Government Banks 
have proved adequate.

Unified Note Issue 


There waa much more in Sir 
Frederick's. admirable statement 
which still’ applies with ‘great 
force. He referred to the neces- 
sity of unification of the note 
issue, to the dependence of the cur- 
rency on internal stability and to 
an acttlement of the special situa- 
tion in North China which has-been, 
and still {s, a potential danger to 
the Customs Revenue. We under- 
stand that the Government is tak- 
ing in hand the essentin]) mea- 
sures of reform which were in 
fact promised by Dr. H. H, Kung 
on November 3, 1935, and while 
progress may seem to be slow it 
is realised that Governments have 
many difficulties which are un- 
known to’ thone outside the inner 
circles. We trust, however, that 
it will not. be long ‘before some 
announcement will be made of the 
action taken. , 

Managed currencies are Hable.to be 
a serious danger to merchants and 
bankers if the “management” is not 
founded on a firm and solid basis 
such as is implticd when thero is an 


“manages 
ment”, Ike monopolies, tends to be- 
come the plaything of politlea in- 
stead of following’ natural -values. 
Moreover, one kind of “management” 
lends to anothtr. It becomes a kind 
of whirlpool. drawing Into its control 
industries, imports, exports and so on 
until rigid state control relgns au- 
preme. 


Polities and Currency 


We of course reallse that there 
are fow countries with o complete- 
ly fridependént Central Bank sys- 
tem and that .conscquently politics 
often play,a permaggnt part in 
currédey” inatters.: ior this. rea- 
son {t will bo obvioug to you that 
very great importance attaches’ to 
the ‘actual terms, of the new Cen- 
tral Resorvo’ Bank Act, which will 
be keonly gerutinised by‘ all who 
are ‘Interested in ‘China's currency 
and finance: 

If conditions in- China: keep: up 
the steady improvement which thas 


haps China: will: be moro wiiling 
to allow reo play to the natural 
forees of aupply and demand, The 
signa of ‘recovery are clearly ap- 
parent .and the excellent crops 
throughout the country haye been 
a& grent boon, coming as they did 
at a time when exchange had just 
been fixed at a reasonably low 
level, and when the demand for 
China produco was improving 
abrond. As n. few fnatancen wo 
may mention the improvement in 
Chincao commodity prices, the 
rise in yarn, the demand for piece 
‘goods which hans resulted in the 
re-opening of closed cotton-mills, 
and oncouraging progress report- 
ed by utility’ companies, 


Shanghai’s Handicap 


Shanghai is however still faced 
with one serlous handicap to en- 
tire recovery in the dendlock that 
exists in regard to its mortgage 
and real estate problem; with 
which is bound up the question of 
the right of landlord vis-a-vis 
tenant. There are snomalics in 
the laws governing these matters 
which require’ to be straightened 
out. Chinese property owners 
are just as much affected os for- 
cignera and we'trust that the Le- 
gislative Authorities will deal 
with these points shortly as wo 
believe they are being urged to 
do. 

Early Jast year an Internal Debt 
Consolidation scheme was pre- 
sented to and accepted by bond- 
holders, whereby the interest rate 
on domeatic bonds was: reduced to 
6 per cent. and amortisation sche- 
dules were considerably extended. 
About the same time a Recovery 
Loan of $340,000,000. was placed 
with the Government Banks. 
Since then the Government have 
had no recourse to the domestic 
bond market but, have covered 
their requirements by other 
means, There " have, however, 
been a number of provincial and 
Railway bond issues, some of 
which have been secured on re- 
venucs of the Central Govern- 
ment, Excellent progress has been 
mude throughout the year in the 
settlement of foreign debts in ar- 
rears, 


Railway Loans 


Apart from the steps taken to 
clear off numerous commercial 
debts due by Government depart- 
ments, the initiative taken by the 
Governor of the Bank of England 
in forming a Chinese Railway 
Bondholders’ Committee in Lon- 
don has proved to ‘be of great 
value and assistance. As a re- 
sult of negotiations initiated by 
the Ministers of Finance and 
Railwaya, terms of readjustment 
of the T. P. R.-Loans, the Honan 
Rallway Loan, the Lung Hai Rail- 
way Loans and the Canton-Kow- 
loon Railway Loan have been re- 
commended by the Committee for 
the acceptance of British Bond- 
holders. These offers have in 
every case been well received in 
London as being the best obtain- 
able in the circumstances. A 
settlement of the Hukuang Rail- 
ways Loan has ‘been complicated 
by the internatfonal nature’ of 
the flotation, ‘but an announce- 
ment may be expected in the near 
future. A settlement of the Vic-

References have in past years 
been made by my predecessors to 
the great progress in the develop- 
ment of communications {n China.

Radio 
broadcasting stations are almost 
excessive in their number, but 
their influence [s belng widely 
felt, for instance in the broads 
casting of market prices to up- 
country farmers who are thus less 
and less under the thumb of tho 
middleman.

Any estimate 
of the International balance of
